Claims 1-7 

The invention set forth in claims 1-7 is not 
disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
international search report, therefore, this invention is 
novel and involves and inventive step. A liquid drop 
discharging method in which the discharge occurs by means 
of the advancing and stopping movement of a plunger 
sliding in a tube while being in close contact with the 
inner walls of said tube, wherein the speed of the 
plunger from the time when deceleration starts to the 
time at which the plunger stops is adjusted, is not 
disclosed in any of the documents. 

Document 1, which is considered to be the closest 
prior art document, discloses the feature wherein the 
speed of movement of the spraying member provided within 
a container is controlled. However, since the spraying
